, Wantage of literature. It will not only lower the extra- 
vagant prices of Books, but perhaps in time we may fee 
the Claffics and other valuable Authors delivered from the 
bondage of incorreét editions, vile paper, and worle types, 
to which the avarice of fome Boolkiellers have fo long 
condemned them. —— By this means al{o Authors of me- 


the Bookiellers, may find an opportunity ef pubilfhing 
their works, and mecting with a seward adequate to their 
labours. -—- On the other hand, hafty productions will 
find no encouragement. Bubbles will come to nothing 
before they can do any hurt; and t’e generous Sub{criber 
avoid a great impolition by the lofs o: a tew pence at 
molt. . 

"Tis true, fome Authors of thefe fem already to 
take advantage of the firft run of the prefent humour: they 
are known by propolals with glaring title, big and gene- 
ral promiles, without a plan, or fometimes any determinate 
icanming. Amongft the reft, there is one ftiled The univer- 
Jal traveller, or a complete account of the: moft remark- 
able voyages and travels of the eminent men of our own or 
over nations, to the prejent time, Fe. Something feems 
to be promiled here, but it is impoffible to firid out by 
the whole propofal what the Author intends: in all like- 
lihood he has not refolved himfelf; out of fuch a title 
he has many fubjeéts in his election. It may ferve for a 
Hittory, a book of Geography, either by way of fyftem 
or dictionary; the lives of the old Philofophers, or mo- 
dern Miflionaries, a weekly medly, or any work wherein 
{ome account of voyages and countries may be introduced. 
It is a policy perhaps of the undertaker to tye himfelf to 
no fubject yet, till he has tried what will be moft agree- 
able to the public, or eafy to himéelf. All that 
can with certainty be inferred from the propofal is, that 
it cannot be intended for a complete colleétion of voy- 
ages and travels, as has been infinuated. For the work is 
fpecified to be no more than an extraét ; and befides, 200 
fheets of paper, printed on a large charaéter are to con- 
tain the whole: perhaps the Author’s {pecimen, when it 
is publifhed, may give us fome light into his fcheme. 

A complete collection of travels is a work which would 
well deierve the encouragement of the public: nor does 
it feem impracticable to comprize the fubflance of all the 
valuible Authors on that fubject within a reafonable com- 
pals, by incorporating them according to the plan, which 
I hive met with in an anonymous Author, pudlifhed fome 
time ago. But to perform fuch a defign in any tolerable 
dezree, would require more than ordinary {kill both in the 
hiltory and geography of foreign Countries, with fome 
knowledge of the principal languages : the Authors cught 
to be carefully compared, their differences adjufted, errors 
in orthography as well as facts corfeéted, and their chief 
deficiencies {upplied : but all this is not to be done at a 
week’s warning 5 a much lefs tafk might be the bufinets of 
many years. In fhort, to be capable of fuch an under- 
taking, aman fhould have made it his particular ftudy, 
and be provided of a large apparatus, before he fits down 
to write ; and after all, he fhould allow himicif proper 
time for digefting his materials. 

.. What has been faid with regard to a colleétion of tra- 
vels, will extend in proportion to all other compcfi- 
tions. A bare Tranflator would have enough to do to 
keep up with the prefs in the way of publifhing by weckly 
portions ; and to fay the truth, it feeins to be fit fur none 
but Editors, who have all their copy finifhed belore-hand. 
However, it is in the power of thele aifo to abule the 
public: to prevent which, a calculation might Le nade ot 
the feveral rates of printed copy propyruoned to the fort 
of pxper and print, fize of page and letter, whereby the 
Subicriser would know, upon fig!.t of the work, whether 
he ouglit to pay atthe rate of two pence, three half-pence, 
a peny, or ao more than a halt-peny per fheet. This,
